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YUGOSLAV INTELLIGENCE 
ACTIVITIES IN THE UNITED STATES 


For information, CG T-2, another confidential source who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, has advised 
that the above-mentioned attorneys departed the United States 
for Yugoslavia the week of May 21, 1973, to confer 
with higher church authorities in the SOC at Belgrade to 
determine a future course of action in the litigation. CG T-2 
stated that he has heard that these attorneys have made 
preliminary plans to- file their own ap peal to the decision 

recently rendered by Judge of the Circuit Court 

of Lake County, Illinois. CG T-2 advi sed tha t the appeal, 
if filed, will object to the ruling of| [which declared 

illegal, and therefore, abolished, the three separate dioceses 
of the SOC. This source also advised that the above- 
mentioned attorneys' would file the appeal if the "Mother Church 
in Belgrade gave its authority. 
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For information, the May 2G, 1973, meeting was 
sponsored by the United American Croats, Chicago Chapter, 
and its leader, Toyzica Mesic. This meeting was billed as 
an information mecnbihg on world affairs with particular 
mphasis on the situation in Croatia. The guest speakers 
were Dr. XbrahimfDzinicof Washington, D.C Dr . Stepan 
Dobicanac of Montreal, Canada, and Tomica J^AIes ic of Chicago. 
The theme of all three 'speeches was achievement of an 
independent state of Croatia and the importance of the 
unification of the different Croatian emigre groups in their 
respective areas throughout the world.
